Columbia defeated Constitution 


this afternoon in the first of the 
three trial races to decide which 
yacht shall defend the America's cup 
against Shamrock II.

yachts will race again Monday and 
Wednesday, and on the basis of the 
three races the defender

chosen. 


Bateman's Point, R. I., Aug. 31— 


After two months of hard racing, dur 
ing which each boat has beat tb« other 
eight times, the Columbia and Con- 
stitution today met for the first of 
their seiies of trial races to determine 
which shall defend the American cup. 


The course is to be a 15 mile wind- 


ward and leeward course. The wind 
was southeast 
and 
blowing seven 


knots this noon. 


The committee touay announced that 


under the new measurements the con- 
stitution allows the 
Columbia one 


minute and Blown seconds over a 
30 mile course. This decreases the al- 
lowance by six seconds since the last 
measurement. 


The yachts started, the Columbia

If the judge advocate, as the time of

GREAT INFANT MORTALITY 


Death Record lor This Week the High. 


9SI in Many Years 


The death record for the week has been 
arger than the record of any week in 
recent years, the largest ever known, 
in fact, so far as the r: emories of offi- 
cials run. The number of deaths in 
the 
city reported to the bodrd of 


health for the week up to noon to- 
day, is 19. Of the number all 
but 


three were deaths of children under 
fivp ypars of ag^ and cholera infantum 
was the cause of eight of them. The 
othen cases were distributed amone 
a number of different diseases. 


A prominent physician of this city, 


in speaking of the unusually large 
mortality among tjya babies, said that 
!he epidemic of cholera infantum was 
due indirectly to weather conditions, 
at this season of the year the milk 
en 
which the babies are fed is ant 


to 
vary from day to day and unless

Meaacei Crop. 


Professor Atwcod of the New York 


state agricultural department has re- 
turned from •Mlddleburg, where he 
went-to Inyestigate the supposed depre- 
dations of the blister beetle-on tbe sug- 
ar beet crop in that locality, says an 
Albany dispatch to the New York Sun. 
Professor Atwood found that the blis- 
ter beetle was tbe least of tbe troubles 
of the beet crop. There was an abun- 
dant supply, of them, but there was a 
tor greater plague of grasshoppers, and 
more.dangero.us 'than aitber was a1 fun- 
gous growth --which has attacked the 
beet tops and Is shriveling them up. 


Professor Atwood" found that this 


fungous growth has made greater prog- 
ress on land which was planted with 
beets last year than oa land on which 
a first crop of 'beets is being raised. 
This season has been especially fa 
Torable for fungous growths on account 
of the great amount of moisture, and 
thy have made great headway in the 
locality examined. Whether the dan- 
ger to the crop can be remedied at this 
late day Is a question. Where the tops 
are not too far gone the department 
probably will recommend spraying 
with bordeaux mixture, which prevents 
the formation of -fungous growths. 
Tbe department probably will Issue di- 
rections early -in the' season next year 
for carJng for the beet plants so as to 
prevent these growths. The depart- 
ment Is not prepared to state at this 
time how extensive the damage to the 
sugar beet croo will ba.

Depew Says American Importa- 


tions Are Scaring Europe- 


K1MAKD TOS DUE GOODS,

Senator Depew, who has just re- 


turned from a trip abroad, said that 
the nations of Europe were greatly 
wrought up over the inroads of Ameri- 
can competition and were earnestly 
casting; about for means to overcome It 


"It Is less than a quarter of a cen- 


tury," said he to a New York news- 
paper man, "when most Europeans 
thought native Americans were In- 
dians or black. Now we are the white 
terror." Continuing upon this subject 
tbe senator said: 


"There is a genuine scare on the con- 


tinent about the competition of Ameri- 
can manufacturers In their markets, 
and cabinets are considering if any 
combination is practicable which will 
prevent the importation of American 
goods and check cur invasion of the 
east, which has been opened at such 
vast expense and effort by European 
governments. I heard a Russian states- 
man say, 'Concert of action mav be Im- 
possible, but Russia, in response to dis- 
criminating duties, has shown bow 
each country In Its own way can stop 
this competition.' 


"We are coming to be considered a 


common enemy to tbe extent that we 
actually supplant foreign manufactur- 
ers, and this feeling Is intensified by 
every concern which goes bankrupt or 
reduces wages or lays off a portion of 
Its employees, ascribing it all to Amer- 
ican competition. Thi? unfriendliness 
la not likely to result in war. The re- 
lations of European governments are 
too intricate and uncertain among 
themselves for any one to take that 
risk, and combination is impossible. 
An industrial defensive and offensive 
alliance against us has insuperable dif- 
ficulties. 
But we must expect each 


country to put in practice every device 
to keep our products out. 


"Germany has both tariff and trusts. 


Everything there is syndicated. The 
trusts refuse to sell arythlng to a mer- 
chant who deals in an imported article. 
This makes it more difficult for the 
importer, because tbe boycott means 
ruin. Where the American opens hia 
own warehouse, as the shoe dealers did 
In Vienna, the native shoemakers mob 
the place and tbe police look the other 
Way. 
Notwithstanding all this the 


Superiority and cheapness of our goods 
are giving them increasing demand 
everywhere. 


"The perpetual menace of ever in- 


creasing overproduction forces the for- 
eign manufacturer to seek markets 
•bread. 
On<tl.<e well known principle? 


that it pays to keep all his forces em- 
ployed and all bis mills at work to 
their full capacity if a living profit can 
be had on the majority of tbe output 
by selling the surplus at cost or below, 
be is ever looking for a place to dump 
tbe cleaning up of bis factories. His 
great hope is such a reduction or aboli- 
tion of the American tariff as will en- 
able%im to flood our markets. White 
we can meet him successfully in fair 
competition, he would, with the tariff 
off, be virtually fighting oar Industries 
and artisans with a borne bounty, and 
whether It ended In tbe surrender of 
•> portion of our borne markets or tbe 
redaction of wages to keep It tbe re- 
sult would be equally unfortunate and 
disastrous.

HUNTING IN AD1RONDACKS. 


FrepMrlng F,or Opening 


Of Deer Season. 


The shooting season in the Adiron- 


iEcks will open in a fe^ days, and 
sportsmen are showing considerable in- 
terest in the prospects, says a dispatch 
from Old Forgo to the New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser. Deer have been 
Been in the usual numbers along the 
forest trails and the highways, and the 
outlook was never better for a success 
ful season. Those who have recently 
been in tbe woods aft'* speckled trout 
eay this will be a banner deer season 
If signs and marks, which are a thick 
as leaves, count for anything. One is 
scarcely able to flnd a thickly wooded 
place near the water whjcb is not cov- 
ered with deer tracks. The deer season 
will last until Nov. 10, and the buntere 
have the privilege of possessing game 
until Nov. 20. 


The season for grouse will open Sept. 


15 hnd close Dec. 16. There are only 
certain sections of the Adirondacks 
which provide good shooting, and one 
of the best of tlieia Is Piseco lake, in 
Hamilton county. 


In addition to the deer and grouse 


shooting there are now many bears, 
the number having increased faster 
than grouse or deer in the last few 
years. There have at different times in 
the last few months been persistent ru- 
mors of the presence of panthers and 
lynx, and it seems that the last wolf 
is yet to be exterminated. There Is no 
closed season in the Adirondack coun- 
ties of Herklmer, Jefferson, Lewis and 
St. Lawrence on hares and rabbits. 
Foxes and rabbits have been increasing 
rapidly in numbers in the last few 
jears. 


The hunters in tbe Adirondacks this 


season may encounter some elk and 
moose, as 25 of the former were re- 
leased QE the shores of Forked lake In 
tbe middle of tbe summer. It Is known 
that several moose have escaped front 
private preserves and are roaming the 
wilds. One of them, a bull moose, was 
killed by a hunter below Snrnnac lake 
last fall, its slayer being fined heavily 
for tbe offense. Elk and moose In tbe 
Adirondacks are protected by law in- 
definitely.

ft. Canal Tfcot Will Drain Tlilrtr- 


three Tfcouimnd Acre*. 


Henry Semple Ames gf St. Lonis, a 


representative of the big trust company 
which has financed tbe bonds for the 
irrigation of the Dearborn and Sun riv- 
er district in the iiortLiern end of Lewis 
and Clarke county, announces that a 
canal to irrigate 33,000 acres of lanfl 
will be completed in October. Arrange- 
ments have been made for beginning 
eettlement on an organized scale the 
first thing in the spring. Mr. Ames said 
to a St. Louis Republic reporter: 


"The work has progressed very well 


since the rainy season ended, and tbe 
banal will Irrigate a tract of very fine 
land, -which will raise prolific crops. 
Tbe settlers will come from Nebraska, 
Iowa, northern Illinois and Wisconsin. 


"There will be n-> difficulty in getting 


any number of them. We have assur- 
ances from the agencies which furnish 
settlers that they can get first t:lasa 
people who are leaving land worth $75 
to ?80 en acre which is subject to 
di ought to come out here to take land 
with a perpetual water right at one- 
seventh the price they will receive for 
their land in the east. This irrigated 
land will produce twice as much aa 
eastern land. 


"I Inquired into the market for the 


products of fanns in tbe center of this 
region and ascertained,that an unlim- 
ited market exists on the farm for all 
kinds of hay and grain, the purchasers 
being the cattle and sheep men of tha 
vicinity. I am satisfied that this will be 
only the beginning of an extensive de- 
velopment of tbe farm lands In the arid 
region of Montana. 


"The canal vrill be completed next 


year and will irrigate tbe whole 33,000 
acres provided for fn the contract. This 
will furnish farms'of 160 acres each foi 
over 200 families,"

The three fish wardens kept a weath- 


er eye out for fishermen with short 
fass all day Wednesday, and it was 
not until yesterday that on the advice 
of a native, to keep an eye out "for a 
boat containing1 a big man with a big 
Jiat." that the deputies did any bus- 
iness. The man with the big hat was 
tbon sighted and in the boat with him 
were two other persons, all of whom 
were waiting for bites. 
The flcuths 


gently rulled up to the boat contain- 
ing the man "with the big straw hat" 
and his two friends. 


Peering_ into the boat the 
chief 


pleuth discovered a bass that looked 
as though it was too phort for com- 
fort and without further aflo the offi- 
cer 
asked the occupants of the boat 


t'o pass over the bass. It was de- 
'ivercd 
promptly and in an instant a 


tape line was drawn and the fish was 
found to be just 7% inches long—just 
a Cuarter of an inch shv of the lawful 
length. This process haivng been gone 
through wit-h it remained for the offi- 
cers to act.

The 
matter was discussed a little la-st year 
and the St. Jeromes of Hoiyoke fath- 
ered the movement for a change; the 
convention, decided, hosvever, thai the 
subject had not been carefully consid- 
ered by the societies and so postponed 
action unti1 this year. 


When the- diocesan f.f-'d 
day 
was 


established, it was hefd for a time on 
October 10, Father Jlathew's 
birth- 


day, but the weather was so regularly 
unfavorable there was a demand for 
a-n earlier "date. Then Labor day was 
'^b'ished and the advantage of hav- 
ing the field day on a holiday when 
thousands more could attend was so 
apparent that the advocates of a 
change earned the day. At that time 
there were no very powerful labor or- 
ganizations to claim till right to their 
own holiday. 


But the stiuation has changed the 


past few years. The labor unions are" 
growing and now hold celebrations of 
iheir own at convenient central points. 
Hundreds of labor men would like to 
attend the Father Mathew field day, 
but feel that their first duty is to the 
organization through which they se- 
cure their bread and butter. 


The Father Mathew boys are dis- 


posed to be perfectly reasonable and 
friendly, and an amicable settlement 
is looked for. If the time of the tem- 
perance fieldday is changed, it is like- 
ly to be set for the 4th of July.

with stealing; and Carr admitted that 
some of the things had been, stolen. He 
was 
asked where his trunk was and 


he denied that he had one. Mr, Has- 
tings 
gathered such of his property 


as 
was in sight and took it to the 


store 
and then started for the Cam- 


bridge 
fair 
in accordance with his 


original plan. He at first thought he 
would make the young man no trou- 
ble, 
but as he considered the matter 


lurther he decided to have him arrest- 
c-d, 
and 
when he reached Hoosick 


FalJs he telephoned .to the police sta-

however, boarded a train with-

terday and was taken in charge at

He kept up a good 
front and showed no signs of peni- 
tence.

M.-, Hastings has 
no idea how much he has lost,

In court this morning Carr pleaded 


guilty to the charge of larceny pre- 
ferred against him, and was placed 
under $300 bonds to appear Tuesday. 
Not being able to furnish hail, he will 
be held in the police station until the 
time sev for his trial!.
